ACTION OF COMMITTEE 
OPPOSED BY OR, WHITE 


Possibility of Governor Brown 
Using te Veto Power Should 
the B:1 Pass Was Brought 
Out in the Debate --- Court 
of Appeals Decision Is De- 
nounced. 


The house temperance committee 
yesterday afternoon unanimously voted 
to report favorably a bill by Mr. Alex- 
ander, of DeKalb. outlawing near beer 
and making it illegal to manufacture 
Or seli as a beverage in this state any 
article which contained any alcohol 
whatsoever. 

This action is construed to presage 
a terrific fight at the present session 
of the legislature—and but twenty days 
remain—to make more drastic the ex- 
isting state prohibition law. The im- 
probability of Governor Brown sign- 
ing such a measure in view of his 
ante-election pledge, made to the pro- 
hibitionist leaders at the suggestion 
of Hon. Seaborn Wright, was discussed. 

Dr. John §E. White, pastor of 
the Second Baptist church of Atlanta, 
reminded the members that Governor 
Brown had promised ihe people of the 
state that he would veto any change 
in the prohibition law of 1907. He de- 
clared this promise was made to all 
the people and he did not feel that he 
could morally afford to urge the gov- 
ernor to approve an act the prohibi- 
tionists wanted and hold him to his 
promise in case the anti-prohibitionists 
countered by proposing a measure 
lessenting-the foree ef the prohibition 
law. 

In replying to the earnest speech of 
Dr. White, Mr. Alexander said: 


“Yes, doctor, but you will recall that 
King Herod promised the head of John 
the Baptist in response to the demaps 
of a harlot, and he committed a Dlack. 


er crime when he kept the pledge than 
when he made it.” 

Both Mr. Wright, of Floyd, and Mr. 
Alexander, of DeKalb, denounced the 
recent decisions of the court of ap- 
peals in liquor cases as being a per- 
version of the plain intent of the law 
and said further legislation was need- 
ed te correct the influence of these de- 
cisions. 

Mr. Wright made the statement that 
90 per cent of the near beer saloons 
in Georgia were violating the prohibi- 
tion law; that the court of appeals had 
gone out of its way to misconstrue and ; 
distort the plain language of the act | 
of 1907, and to make conviction under 
it more difficult. He said as long as 
the decisions stood unchanged they 
constituted the law of the state. 

Mr. Alexander asked the questfon if 
the decisions of the courts inhibited 
the legislature from further amend- 
ing the acts which the courts had mis- 
construed. Mr. Wright answered that | 
it certainly would not. Mr. Alexander | 
said he did not feel bound by the prom- | 


ise of any candidate for the office of 
chief executive, and insisted that the 
three departments of the State gov- 
ernment stood on their own founda- 
tion.

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NEW RELIGION 
FOR THE WORLD 


It Is Coming Soon, Says 
Dr. Eliot. . 


There Will Be No Supernatural 
Element in the New Religion, 
He Says, and It Will Rely on 
Nothing Save the Laws of 
Nature. 


Cambridge, Mass., July 22.—Charles 
W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard, in an address. before the Har- 
vard summer school of theology, to- 
day prophesied the advent of a new 
religion. 

“It will not be bound by dogma or 
creed,” he said. “Its working will be 
simple, but its field of action limit- 
less. Its discipline will be the train- 
ing in the development of cooperative 
good will. It will attack all forms 
of evil. There will be no supernatu- 
ral element; it will place no reliance 
on anything but the laws of nawttre. 
Prevention will be the watchword and 
a skilled surgeon one of its members, 

“It will not deal chiefly with sorrow 
and death, but with joy and life. 

“God will be so imminent that no in- 
termediary will be needed. Its priests 
will strive to improve social and in- 
dustrial conditions. The new religion 
will not attempt to reconcile peoples 
to present ills, but the promise of fu- 
ture. compensation.”

So Brewer’s Income Tax 
Views Are Styled. 


Senator Brown Bitterly Attacks 
United States Supreme Court 
Justice for the Latter’s Crit- 
icism of Proposition to Tax 
Ultimate Wealth. 


Washington, July 22.—Characterizing 
as “‘utterly’ ridiculous, absurd and se- 
nile,” the statement accredited to Jus- 
tice Brewer, of the supreme court of 
the Uniteq States, in his Milwaukee 
speech last night to the effect that 
under a national income tax law states 
would be “taxed out of the vitality.” 
Senator Brown, of Nebraska, author of 
the first resolution to refer the ques- 
tion to state legislatures, today uttered 
#@ vigorous defense of such a tax. 

“I cannot believe ‘that the report 
contained in the morning papers is 
correct,” said Mr. Brown. 

“It puts Justice Brewer in the posi- 
tion of contending that if the federal 
government is given the power to tau 
incomes, such power will be taken 
away from the states. 

“He is quoted as saying ‘if the power 
to tax incomes is given the govern- 
ment, we will see the states taxed not 
out of their existence but out of their 
vitality.’ 

‘In my judgment, every state in the 
unien will ratify the amendment at 
its first opportunity,” continued. Mr. 
Brown. 

“The present agitation all over the 
country, looking to the calling of 
special.sessions of the legislatures for 
the purpose of ratifying the amend- 
ment is conclusive evidence that the 
public minds are aroused overthe ques- 
tion and determined that congress 
shail have thé. power to lay and col- 
lect taxes on incomes. Indeed, from 
all over the country, the word comes 
that even those who are opposed to 
taking incomes at the present time are 
in favor of conferring the power of

Briand Is _ Brilliant, but an | Lieut. Barber, U. S. A., Tells

Paris, July 22.—Aristide Briand, brii- 
liant scholar, orator and avowed socia!l- 
ist and architect of the final chap- 
ters of the church separation law, was 
summoned to the Elysee palace tonight 
and asked to reconstruct the Clemen- 
ceau cabinet. M. Briand promised his 
answer tomorrow, stating during the 
course of an interview that unless he 
could unite the republican groups, he 
would go no further. 

Should M. Briand succeed in forming 
a cabinet, as his friends believe he will, 
the tendencies of the new ministry wiil 
be distinctly more socialistic than those 
of the outgoing cabinet. Mr. Briand is 
opposed to the dissolution of the revo- 
lutionary General Federation of Labor, 
which M. Clemenceau favored. 

Briand Hated by Monied Classes. 

Aristide Briand is 47 years of agé. 
He has risen very rapidly from the 
ranks of politicians to a foremost place 
in the government. A few years ago 
he was hardly known except among 
the ‘members of his own party, the 
revolutionary socialists. 

Clemenceau in Good Humor. 

M. Delcasse, who led the attack in 
the chamber of deputies which brought 
about the downfall of M. Clemenceau, 
has advised President Fallieres to sum- 
mon Alexandre Millerand, fofmer min. 
ister of commerce, to head the new 
cabinet, but the retiring premier has 
the satisfaction of knowing that any 
combination which includes the man 
who unhorsed him is impossible. 

M. Clemenceau seems ‘In no way 
downcast by his defeat. He said 
laughingly to a friend: 

“You see the advantage of not living 
at the ministry. I came here with noth- 
ing but an umbrella, and I am leaving 
with a cane.”

Annapolis, July 22.—The remarkable 
variance in the testimony of some of 
the naval officers who are witnesses 
before the court of inquiry which Is 
investigating the circumstances sur- 
rounding the death of Lieutenant 
James N. Sutton, at zhe naval academy 
two years ago, was emphasized at to- 
days’ hearing by contradictory evi- 
dence as to the location of the bullet 
wound which caused the young Orego- 
nian’s death. 

This question has assumed impor- 
tance in the face of other evidence 
given, as it would appear that it would 
have been a much more difficult matter 
for Sutton to have shot himself lying 
prone on the ground with three men 
on top of him, if the bullet entered the 
top of his skull, as Surgeon George 
in charge of the marine hos- 
pital at that time, who examined Sut- 
\ton’s body, testified it did. 

Colonel Charles A. Doyen, command4d- 
ant of marines at that time, and who 
holds the same post now, testified that 
he examined Sutton's body immediately 
after the shoo. wg, felt the wound_in 
his head, and. t/ >t it,was located on 
the right: side «little behind and on 
a line with the top of the ear. 

Bullet Entered Top of Head. 

Dr. Pickrell examined Sutton’s 
injuries . and made a careful 
examination of the bullet wound in 
his head after death. The bullet en- 
tered Sutton’s head, on top, near the 
back, and a little to the right, the 
witness said. This’ has been a much- 
disputed point, as other physicians 
have testified that the wound was just 
back of the right ear. 

Dr. Pickrell stated that the shot 
was fired within 2 feet of Sutton’s 
head. He said that Sutton’s 
body showed ‘no other injuries 
which might have caused hig death. 

Surgeon Pickrell said that he tréat- 
ed Lieutenants Adams, Osterman, 
Roelker and Pitts at the hospital 
shortly after the shooting. They all 
haq insignificant injuyies, he _ said, 
‘They were\ tl very mich excited, and 
“the shooting.

SHE SHOT MOTHER 


Rich Widow Is Fatally 
Wounded at Chicago. 


Mrs. Hinkley Refused to Loan 
Her Daughter $3,500 ‘and 
Was Shot--Daughter Tried to 
Make Wounded -‘Woman Say 
It Was Accident. ; 


Chicago, July 22.—Suffering from a 
bullet. wound inflicted, it is aid, by 
her own daughter, Mrs. Gertrude A 
Hinkley, a wealthy widow, tried for 
hours today to persuade the police that 
the shooting was accidental. 

The shooting occurred yesterday, but 
the police learned of it only today. 
They are seeking Mrs. Hinkley’s daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Marie Mayfie}d, whose hus- 
band is said to be in Mexico in the 
mining business. 

According to the story finally told 
by Mrs, Hinkley, she is interested to 
the extent of $3,500 in a Mexican min- 
ing project, having invested on the ad- 
vice of her daughter. Her refusal to 
purchase $3,500 additional stock in the 
enterprise is said to have led to the 
shooting. The bullet enteregd Mrs. 
Hir.kiey’s neck and probably will be 
fatal. 

The Mother’s Story. 

Mrs. Marie Mayfield was arrested to- 
night and charged formally with at- 
tempting to kill her mother, Mrs. Hink- 
ley. According to the poilce, the lat- 
ter said: 

“Some time ago I gave my daughter 
$3,500 to invest in the silver mines at 
Mapimi, Mexico, in which her husband 
is interested. At that time, I thought 
it was a good investment and did not 
hesitate. Wednesday morning my 
daughter came here to my home and 
asked me to call at her rooms early 
in the afternoon. I went there and she 
asked me to place $3,500 more in the 
mine and I refused to do so. 

“It was then the awful thing oc- 
curred. By her side I had noticed a 
small grip. Without warning, she 
leaned over to one side and placed her 
hand on the grip. I heard something 
click. My blood ran cold, for I knew 
it was a pistol which she was cocking. 
I rose from my chair and started to 
pass through the door into the hall. 
Just as I reached the door, I heard her 
say: “There are five in here, and if 
you don’t give me the money you shall 
have them all.’ 

It Was Terrible. 


‘It was terrible. I could not move. 
I waited a moment and she fired; the 
ball entering my neck and I waited, fear- 
ing she would fire again. Instead, she 
came to me. I did not fall and she 
led me back into the room. Then she 
showed me a piece of note paper. 

“T read it. My daughter then came 
to me, and, taking my hands, asked 
me to sign the paper. The pen and 
ink were there ready. I did not know 
what to do. The paper was a state- 
ment that the shooting was accidental: 
that I had dropped the pistol and that 
it had exploded I did not sign it. 
Sometimes I wish I had done so and 
then this terrible thing would have 
never become known.”

Colonel Doyen testified that he saw 
them and ordered Lieutenant Willing 
to take charge of them, but he did 
not know what became of them until 
they finally got into his hands at the 
inquest. 

It was apparent go one of the officers 
wanted to assume the responsibility of 
having the weapons about him im- 
mediately after the shooting. 

Sergeant James De Hart, of the ma- 
rine corps, the last witness at today’s 
session, testified that some officer at 
the scene of the shooting handed him 
a revolver with the curt command to 
“take this,” 

” Witness Was Drinking. 

He admitted that on the night in 
question he was “slightly under the 
influence of liquor.’ He was positive, 
however, that he was not one of the 
men sitting on Lieutenant Sutton and 
trving to hold him down. 

Lieutenant Bevan previously testified 
he was. He was making his way to 
camp by “a back entraace’” when he 
met Sutton prior to the shooting. De 
Hart said that Sutton carried two re- 
volvers and that he (De Hart) did not 
stop to talk with him long. The wit- 
ness did not know about the trouble 
Sutton had had in camp, but thought 
something was up when he saw the two 
guns. Soon afterwards, De Hart heard 
the shots and ran back to the scene 
of the shooting. 

Mr. Davis had not finished cross-ex- 
amining De Hart when, at 4 o'clock, 
court adjourned for the day. 

Not only did Sergeant De Hart con- 
tradict the testimony of all the officers 
of the marines who have given evi- 
dence as to the identity of those who 
were holding Lieutenant Sutton down, 
but he positively denied helping to do 
this. and declared that he did not 
touch Lieutenant Sutton at any time.

There is as 
much reason for making free textile 
machinery for the benefit of southern 
cotton mills, and free stee} rails for the 
beriefit of railroads, as there is for 
making free iron ore for the benefit of 
the rail mills and the textile machinery 
bufiders. 

“Does not fairness to all sections and 
fo all people of the Ur ted States de- 
mand equality in protection, t..t one 
section should not be sacrificed to en- 
rich special interests in others? With 
vast stores of ore reaching into billions 
of tons awaiting utilization, with three 
times as much coal as Great Britain, 
Germany and France available for de- 
velopment, with nearly one-half of the 
standing timber in the United States, 
the south has resources enough for an 
industrial development greater than 
that of the whole country today to its 
own enrichment and to the enrichment 
of the entire land. 

What Avail South’s Resources. 

“But what avail are these treasures, 
of what value to the south or to the 
country-a-large. if unutlilized, and if 
their further development isto be halt- 
ed by the free importation of such ma. 
terials mined or manufactured by labor 
receiving only a pittance compared 
with the wages paid in this country? 
If the south Is forced by adverse tariff 
to meet this..pauper Jabor 
of foreign competition, it. can only do 
so by forcing down the prices of its 
own labor to the almost. starvation 
wages of foreign ore ang coal miners. 

“Under the drawback provision of 
the tariff, such so-called raw materials 
as enter into the manufacture of goods 
exported have been admitted virtually 
free of duty. That drawback has been 
an injustice to producers of such ma- 
terial in this country, but that injus- 
tice is nothing compared with the in- 
justice of admitting free of duty theSe 
s0-called raw materials while main- 
taining duties upon the products in the 
manufacture of which they are used. 
Justice demands that either a protec- 
tive tariff should protect all or else 
that there should be no protective

Louisiana,’ now reports two fishermen 
drowned. Oliver Graff, of . Houston, 
who went fishing with Professor W. W. 
Higgins, also of Houston, yesterday 
morning, is reported to have been 
drowned in Galveston bay. 

E. G. Hart, a Galveston dairyman, 
who went to look after his stock to- 
day, was caught and killed under his 
barn, which collapsed ag a result of 
the hurricane. One child was killed at 
Palacios. A white baby was killed in 
the wrecking of a bullding at Bay City, 
and two negroes lost their lives at the 
same place. 

One negro ig reported killed at Eagle 
Lake. Indefinite reports of loss of life 
at other places not yet confirmed, are 
also recorded. 

. Towns Which Suffered. 

Cities and towns in Texas which suf- 
fered from the hurricane, and the loss 
of life and property damage which 
were occasioned there are as follows, 
so far as reported: 

Galveston—Ten lives lost off Tarpon 
pier. One man killed by collapse of a 
building. Property damage about 
$175,000. 

Bay Shore—One dead and consider- 
able property damage. 

Velasco—Only three stores left 
standing and many homes blown down. 

lago—Syrup mills wrecked. 

Austin—Many burldings unroofed, 
telephone and telegraph wires leveled. 
Damage about $100,000. 

Brazoria—Many buildings destroyed 
and loss of Nfe feared. 

Pledger—Heavy property damage. 
Syrup mills wrecked. 

Allenhurst—Many structures wreck- 
ed. Rumors of loss of life as yet 
without confirmation. 

Fifty Houses Destroyed. 

Richmond—Fifty residences and 
stores partially demolished. 

Palacios—A number of-houses blown 
down and fear entertained that sev- 
eral people have perished. Definite 
report of one child killed. 

Angleton—Every house in the town 
badly damaged. 

Bilessing—Several lives reported lost 
and considerable property damage. 

le Lake—One dead, many houses 
unroofed and two large sugar and rice 
plants partially wrecked. 

Some of the towns along or near 
the Texas coast where it is feared 
great damage may have been done, 
but from which nothing has yet been 
heard, are Lavaca, Indianola, Rock- 
port, Goliad, Victoria, Columbia, Edna 
and Matagorda.

Bishop of Mexico Safe. 

Right Rev. D. H. Aves, bishop of 
Mexico, who, with Rev. Sears, of Hous- 
ton, was reported last night as lost 
at Red Fish reef, in San Jacinto bay, 
arrived at Morgan’s Point and tele- 
graphed to Houston friends of their 
safety. 

The territory around Bay City seems 
to have been the center of the storm. 
which moved southwest from Galveston. } 
For four hours there a 70-mile. wind 
Swept across the country, carrying 
everything before it. Velasco, a smal] 
town near Bay City, is reported demol- 
ished, but with no loss of life and none 
injured. Every building was unroofed 
or partly demolished, and the town 
tonight lays in four feet of water. Peo- 
ple are escaping in boats from Colo- 
rado river, a mile away. 

Reports from the special train on 
which General Manager W. G. Van- 
Vieck. of the Southern Pacific rafiroad, 
left Houston this morning, indicate 
thet the lower coast country suffered 
greatly. The loss will total thousands 
of dollars, end in some districts re- 
ports state that the storm was worse 
than the disaster of 1900, which devas- 
tated Galveston. 

Eagle Lake Badly Damaged. 

Eagle Lake seems to have suffered 
on @ parity with Bay City, but very 
few houses escaping the fury of the 
storm. The same situation is reported 
from Lissie, Nowatta and East Ber- 
nard, though there were no fatalities. 

At Glidden, a roundhouse is entire- 
ly demolished, and the well derrick is 
scattered over the town, At Wilinger, 
part of the railroad station and office, 
was unroofed, as was the Allenton 
depot and East Bernard station. 

Along the Browneville road from 
Kingsville, in parts, the desolation was 
nearly complete. Corn fields, burned 
by the drouth of the past and rejuve- 
nated by the sudden rains, were swept. 
to the ground and harvesting wi!l have 
to be done by a hay rake. The cot- 
ton, however, withstood the storm well. 

At El Campo, the electric light plant 
is wrecked, all elevators are badly 
damaged and almost every church in 
town is either demolished or wrecked. 

Oli Fields Ravaged. 

In the oil fields around Markham, 
derricks were blown down and wells 
stripped of their machinery. The iron 
warehouse of the Markham Mercantile 
Company, the Brown Grain Company 
warehouse ang the Enterprise restau- 
rant were entirely demolished. The 
new building of the Coast Telephone 
Company was lifted from its founda- 
tions and probably will fall if an at- 
tempt is made to remove. it. 

At Bay City, about 50 per cent of 
the business section was damaged, in- 
cluding the opera house, one bank, the 
court house, the new High School 
building and the city’jail. In the jali 
the cages were left standing and the 
prisoners were, exposed to view, but 
were safe. 

Six prisoners escaped from the jail 
at Richmond when the windows had'! 
been blown in and while the guards’! 
were repairing the damage. 

At Palacios the rain was not very 
heavy, the damage resulting from the 
wind which preceded the rain, which 
afterwards fell in gusts. 

Mrs. Hogan and children were in.

reached a velocity of 70 miles an hour.. 
Numerous small houses were over-| 
turned and in some instances the in-| 
mates were slightly injured but no! 
fatalities are reporiea. 

One of the big electric lightning tow-! 
ers used to illuminate the city, which| 
stands 150 feet in the air, was blown) 
over and falling on a small! house, cut} 
it in two. There were five persons in| 
the house at the time, but none of; 
them were even bruised. 

In the business section of Austin 
plate glass windows were biown In 
and inasmuch ae a terrific rain accom- 
panied the storm, the water caused 
great damage to stock. Signs were 
blown up and down the business} 
streets like so much waste paper. Nu-| 
merous houses were unroofed and trees) 
and shrubbery were razed before the 
high wing like chaff. ‘ 

While the city suffered a property 
loss estimated at between $50,000 and 
75,000, this entire section from a crop 
standpoint has been benefitted in 4 
most marked degree by the storm. The 
cotton crop in central, south and north 
middie Texas was in a distressing con- 
dition on account of the drought. Last 
night’s. rain ,extended from the gulf 
to the lower part of the Panhandle, 
right through the cotton belt of cen- 
tral and middle east Texas and farm- 
ers are elated over the probability of 
good yields. 

Tweo Persons Drowned. 

Lake Charles, La., July 22.—The 
mail steamer_ Rex, arriving here to- 
night, brought the first news in de- 
tall of the hurricane which struck 
Cameron parish yesterday. It is be- 
lieved by passengers on the boat that 
several lives have been lost in Camer- 
on parish, but the death of two per- 
sons only is known definitely. They 
were Basil Daigle, aged 46, and Thom- 
as Murphy, aged 22 years. Daigie and 
Murphy mere hunting for musKrats 
several miles below Cameron when 
they were drowned by the waters, 
which inundated their camp. Henry 
Munez. a 12-year-old lad, succeeded 
in reaching refuge in a tree and thus 
saved his life.

KEEPING T! THE UNIVERSITY OUT OF POLITICS. 


‘To the thoughtful citizen who believes that the University of Georgia 
should be kept upon an eminence sacredly immune and protected from the 
debasing aud belittling influences of political yendeéttas and partisan ring 
trickery, the action of Governor Joseph M. Brown, reported today, in disre- 
garding political antagonisms in his reappointments of trustees to the insti- 
tution’s boare must come as one of the most inspiring evidences of breadth 
and strength that has issued from the gubernatorial office in several years: 

Partisan jockeying, with all its infinite menace to the welfare of this 
noble institution, obtruded depressingly two years ago, when’ Judge Enoch H. 
Callaway, of Augusta, in violation of time-honored precedent, .was removed 
summarily from the board, with no reason save that of his personal political 
affiliation. This rude injection of ring politics into the management of the 


one institution in the state that should be most scrupulously shielded from 


such sinister agencies came at a particularly inauspicious time. . 

As president of the alumni society, and perbaps ite most usefu) trustee, 
Judge Calloway had been the leader in the movement that has resulted in 
what is known today as the Greater University. His devoted enthusiasm 
and his untiring efforts brought to a successfal climax the alumni campaign 
to raise $50,000 for purposes of university expansion. It was this fund, 
added to the liberality of George Foster Peabody, of New York, and the 
generosity of the city of Athens in bonding itself for $25,000, that virtually 
re-created and multiplied the usefulness and dignity of the university, by 
extending its campus. from 5) to approximately 760 acres in the heart of 
Athens. 

At the moment of the fruition of his signal service to the state of Geor- 
gia he was rewarded—with abrupt dismissal from the honored distinction 
of membership in the board of trustees, because he was politically persona 
non grata. 

It was small wonder that the state viewed this threatening innovation 
with the gravest of misgivings. 

Of th: four trustees reappointed by Governor Brown, two opposed him 
in his contest for the governorship. One of them, Judge Howell Cobb, of 
Athéns, is a first cousin to the household of Governor Brown’: predecessor. 
This fact did not deter Governor Brown from the discharge of a moral obli- 
gation to Georgia, greater than the urgings of personal vindictiveness. 

Judge Cobb has for many years, as a resident of Athens, rendered con- 
spicuous service to the welfare of the university. He is a member of the 
prudential committee, one of the most importent adjuncts of the board of 
trustees. A worthy representative of a notable and noble Georgia family, 
his designation to succeed himself demonstrates a keen sense of the fitness 
of things in the governor. 

The other appointee, Colonel D. B. Hamilton, of Rome, is the oldest 
member »f the board in point of continuous service. He has held the place 
virtually since the civil war, and, like Judge Cobb and Judge Callaway, is 
an honored graduate of the uniyersity. No more just nor happier selection 
could have been made than his reappointment to further opportunities for 
service—even though he was not a political supporter of the governor. 

Governor Brown has given convincing evidence of the broad and ‘gen- 
erous caliber of the man now sitting in the gubernatorial chair. He has 
risen above the temptation to let small personal hatreds color his attitude 
toward one of the most important civic and intellectual phases of the life of 
Georgia. . He has acted from the dictates of logic and justice; not from 
the impulses of bitterness and personal vengefulness. 

It is to be sincerely hoped that his broad precedent fixes forever the 
principle, that never again will that institution which stands for the noblest 
traditions of Georgia, and which is inextricably interwoven with the finest 
constructive ideals of the state, be subjected to the atrophying and ignoble 
influences of demagogic and ring politics.

More especially has the hardship appeared indefensible when it is con- 
sidered the: many of the indispensable occupations are inseparable from 
hazard which no amount of caution on part of the employee can always pre- 
vent from developing into killing or mutilating disaster. 

The fact that Georgia has not previously taken gction in the premises is 
nothing less than an indictment of the humanity of the state.

The Wright brothers, as well as Count Zeppelin, of Germany, have 
reached new and encouraging boundaries in aerial] navigation; 
mains to be established that either has solved the practical problem of flight 


that has for many centuries engaged the efforts and ambitions of earth-bound , 


humanity. | 
This fact needs to be remembered as a qualifying foil, in a way, to the 


rampant enthusiasm and the wild imaginings that have followed the spec- 
tacular exhibitions of the Wrights in France and America, and of Count 
Zeppelin, in Germeny. 

In other words, the demonstrations of the most successful aeronauts 
of today may not be claimed, seen: to have outgrown the laboratory 
stage. 
At the essential analysis, the feasibility of the Wright flights is entirely 
dependent on a frail gasoline motor that has yet to be proven infallible, and 
on perfectly auspicious weather conditions. 

The Zeppelin craft, relying upon the elevating power of gas, is more 
stable. But under even ideal conditions, the machine may be crippled by 
a dozen and one contingencies. 

All of which comment is not intended in the way of iiaiili or dis- 
couragement. But it is well to distinguish between progress, however grat- 
ifying, and fina’ conquest. 

Eventually it may be as safe to journey from Atlanta to New York by 
air routes as via the railroad. And it is within the realm of ‘possibilities 
that in days to come the airship will play an instrumental part in warfare— 
perhaps even endow it with such wholesale horrors as to make it impossible. 

But we are yet far separated from that era, regardless of the inspiring 
nature. of recent feats in aviation.

Governor Smith suspended Commis- 
sioner McLendon from office, not be- 
cause he had violated his oath, but 
because, “for the past few months his 
official conduct and his public utter- 
ances have indicated that he had 
abandoned the principles to which he 
was committed, and upon professions 
of which he obtained the position of 
railroad commissioner.” 

So ifat the gist of Governor Smith's 
eharge left standing against Mr. Mc- 
Lendon is not that he abandoned his 
principles, but that in 1909 he refused 
to aid in carrying into execution a 
policy which he had indorsed in 1906. 

That brings us squarely up against 
the important question: To what ex- 
tent is a quasi judicial officer when 
acting under oath to discharge his 
official duties ‘“‘according to the best 
of my ability and understanding,” 
bound by a pre-election statement of 
his belief in a certain policy which 
he is subsequently convinced is un- 
wise and hurtful to the state? 

As regards Mr. McLendon’s judg- 
ment as commissioner being at vari- 
ance with his antecedent opinions, we 
have a notable precedent in our 
national history. 

Salmon P. Chase was secretary of the 
treasury under President Lincoln. He 
brought forward and carried through 
congress and maintained during the 
war the plan for issuing greenbacks 
with full llega) tender quality [fn pri- 
vate contracts, as provided in the act 
of 1862. After he had thus raised the 
stupendous sums necessary to meet the 
demands on the public treasury, he was 
made chief justice of the supreme 
court, and in that capacity, acting un- 
der his oath as a judge, he wrote the 
majority opinion of the court declar- 
ing void, as to pre-existing debts, the 
legal tender clause of the act of 1862, 
which he himself had fathered. 

It is true that by a change in the

Mayor Maddox Makes an Ad- 
dress --- Clark Howell Invites 
Veterans to Be His Guests ' 
Next Year---Officers Elected. | 
Elegant Luncheon Is Served. !

Forty-Secong Georgia, who met at the 
county court house with other Con- 


federate veterans as the guests of 
Robert F. Maddox. 
Mayor Maddox had been selected as the 
orator of the occasion and he acted as 
host to the old soldiers because his 
father, Colonel Robert F. Maddox, was 
the first colonel of the Forty-second 
Georgia. 

The basement of the court house 
was crowded with old soldiers and the 
features of the occasion were the ad- 
dress of Mayor Maddox, and invita- 
tion from Clark Howell for the veter- 
ans to be his guest at a special bar- 
becue for them on July 22, next year, 
on the battlefield of Peachtree Creek, 
@ song by the old soldiers and a 


luncheon with which the mayor enter- 
tained the “old boys who wore the 
gray.” 

Mayor Maddox’s address was one of 
the most able public speeches he has 
ever made. 

The invitation of Mr. Howell was ac- 
cepted with applause. He stated that 
he was building a summer home on 
the spot where his father had lived and 
fought and which was one of _ the 
storm centers when Atlanta was 
“stormed at with shot and shell.” 

The meeting was called to order by 
Colonel L. P. Thomas, commander, and 
tae following officers were elected for 


the ensuing year: 

Col. lL. P. Thomas, commander: Dr. 
W. M. Durham, secretary and historian. 

The exercises were opened with a 
prayer by Rev. 8S. W. Belk, - 

The Mayor’s Address. 

Colonel Thomas introduced Mayor 
Maddox as the son of the first colonel of 
the regiment, who, he said, was 4s 
brave and loyal a soldier as ever led 
brave men to battle. Mr. Maddox's 
address then followed. He said in part: 

“It is with much pleasure that, 4@s 
a native Georgian, born in Atlanta, 
as mayor of this city, and as a son 
vf the regiment, | cordially greet each 
and every one of the surviving mem- 
bers of the Forty-Second Georgia upon 
this reunion, after forty-seven years 
have passed since your organization at 
Camp McDonald. 

“Speaking for the great heart of At- 
lanta today, who remembers well your 
faithful services, your sacrifices, and 
your sorrows, when with courage un- 
equalled you battled for many days 
against overwhelming odds to keep an 
opposing army from destroying this 
fair city, and finally when the day 
was lost and in the evening you saw 
the flames of Atlanta iilume the 
heavens, and you knew that your 
homes and the hearthstones of your 
friends were being turned into ashes 
as a sacrifice upon the altar of Mars, 
you dig not lose faith in your army 
or courage for your cause, but wiping 
away your tears you buckled on your 
swords and gripped your muskets 
tighter and with renewed spirit you 
marched forward to again contest every 
inch of Georgia’s soil with the ad- 
vancing foe. 

“It is with pardonable pride that 
you can recall the fighting days of 
the 60's, when with one heart you foi- 
lowed the fortunes of the Confederate 
flag from Tazewell to Bentonville, and 
your regiment in every battle acquitted 


to the cause it loved so well. As a 
son of the new south, I woulg breath 
out the fondest affection and pour my 
prayers upon your pathway. I would 
crown your heads with laurels and 
HMft every shadow from your hearts, 
and I assure you that a generation 
has come on the scene of your struggle 
which feels an inspiration in the rec- 
ord of your glorious achievements and 
which shall tell the next and the next 
generation to keep ever green the 
memory of your battles and hallowed 
the cause for which you fought. 

“In the history of the world there 
cannot be found purer men or a braver 
heart than was found in the sons of 
Dixie when they buckled on their ar- 
mor for a war which they deemed nec- 
essary and just; and during the four 
years of chaos and sorrow, the men 
in gray fought fairly and bravely, al- 
though at every turn they met superior 
numbers in the opposing ranks. 

“I'am sure you all join with me 
in congratulating the country that it 
is now at peace with all the world, and 
the south has once more taken its 
place as the foremost and most pros- 
peroug section of these United States, 
and I hope the time will soon cime 
when all the nations of earth shall 
move forward in one grand army un- 
der the banner of ‘Peace on Earth 
and Good Will to Men,’ marching for- 
ward to happiness on this earth, and 
with the assurance of final rest beyond 
the stars: and in this country we are 
now united under one flag, one land, 
one heart, one hand, one nation, ever- 
more!” 

Other Speakers Follow. 

At the conclusion of Mayor Maddox’s 
address, General A. J. West made a 
few remarks. He paid a high tribute 
to the late Colonel Robert F. Maddox 
and other cOmmanderg of the Forty- 
second Georga. He said no braver sol- 
diers ever fought for a country’s cause 
or ever shed their blood on battlefield 
than the men who as members of the 
Forty-second Georgia took part in the 
Battle of Atlanta on July 22, 1864. 

Captain O. P. Levert was the next 
He said the confederate sol- 
dier, both in peace and in war, held 
the highest place in the ranks of those 
who fought for a country’s cause. He 
said they were freemen who did battle 
for what they knew was right and 
true. He spoke of the fast-thinning

GIVE 150 CONVICTS 
TO WORK FOR CITY 


Action of County Board 
a Strong Boost for 
-Bond Issue. 


By agreeing to furnish approximately 
150 convicts for the use of the city of 
Atlanta in its proposed wor of im- 
provement and extensions of the water- 
works and sewerage systems, the Ful- 
ton county commissioners on yesterday 
took a step which will save the city 
about $500,000, and which will more 
than ever assure the issuance of the 
bonds for this work. 

The action was taken at a special 
meeting of the county board in the of- 
fice of Chairman E. V. Carter, in the 
Century building. The meeting was 
called by Chairman Carter upon the re- 
quest of the committee from the bond 
commission. Chairman F. A. Quillian, 
John E. Murphy and City Engineer R. 
M. Clayton represented the bond com- 
mission, and besides Chairman Carter, 
Commissioners Forrest Adair and S. B. 
Turman were present. 

The proposed extensions and improve- 
ments of the city’s waterworks and 
sewerage systems were discussed in 
detail. The commissioners took the po- 
sition that every citizen of the county 
is deeply interested in the city’s health, 
and they were quick to give their as- 
sent to the proposition for the county 
to furnish as Many convicts as were 
needed. 

This cooperation on the county’s part 
means an estimated saving of $600,000, 
and a lowering of the proposed bond 
issue to an extent which will more than 
ever make the issuance of the same 
practicable.

STEEL STOCKS LOSE 
SOME IN STRENGTH 


Hopes for Increase in Dividend 
Have Been Abandoned, and 
Decline Results. | 


New York, July 22.—The principal 
influence in the stock market today 
was the growing feeling that specula- 
tive hopes of an increase in the divi- 
dend on United States Steel on next 
Tuesday, ara destined to disappoint- 
ment. Believers in the stock maintain, 
however, that the earnings for the 
past quarter to be shown by next 
Tuesday’s report and the excellent 
prospects for future business will safe- 
guard the market value ofthe stock. 
exports continue to be received of th 
expansion of steel inaustry. It is esti- 
mated that while the present blast 
furnace production of the United States 
Steel corporation is short of its ca- 
pacity, its output runs actually to 107 
per cent of a capacity in 1907, the year 
of the highest previous rate of pro- 
duction. The stock today was not bén- 
efitted by these considerations suffi- 
ciently to prevent its decline. The 
laconic explanation offered by J. P. 
Morgan on his return to Wall street 
that “there are more sellers than buy- 
ers of the stock at present,” failed to 
reassure sentiment, especially since 
the amount of selling was not as large 
as it has been at some higher levels 
of the stock. Instead of the deter- 
mined support which accorded at buy- 
ing Orders at those prices, the price 
today was allowed to yleld to the 
moderate pressure upon it. In the 
absence of knowledge of the potnt at 
which controlling support will be fe- 
asserted, speculative holders voice 
their uneasiness by letting go hold- 
ings. Two days ago organized sup- 
port appeared when the price got be- 
low 72. Yesterday it as not effec- 
tively manifest above 71. Today the 
stock sagged to below 70. The specu- 
lative reduction in the level of the 
support gives a suggestion of system- 
atic liquidation that disturbs spéc- 
ulative confidence. The responsibility 
of the bears for a part of the selling 
is shown by the occasional rallies 
The nmrarket started strong _ today, 
largely by reason of bear covering of 
shorts put on yesterday in the fear 
that the Texas storm might develop 
into the proportions of another disas- 
ter at Galveston. The passing of the 
danger reported today prompted con- 
siderable rebuying of stocks. The 
pressure of selling United States Steel 
was an influential factor in turning 
prices downwards. The market had 
another rally late in the day with re- 
newed covering of shorts. Union Pa- 
cific showed some strength and was 
helped by news of the improvement 
in E. H. HMarriman’s health. One ex- 
planation of the strength of various 
stocks which is expected now to come 
forward frequently is the assumption 
that Union Pacific.is reinvesting the 
proceeds of the sale of its Atchison 
preferred stock. A contrasting rumor 
which was also heard today with re- 
gard to some stocks was that Union 
Pacific is liquidating its holdings of 
other stocks other than Atchison pre- 
ferred. A higher price for copper 
helped that group of industrals. To- 
day's shpment of $8,000,000 of gold to 
South America was supplemented b« 
the withdrawal of nearly $7,000,000 
from the Bank of England for the same 
destination.

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CUMMINS PLEADS 


Tariff Position of G. O. P. 
Insurgents Outlined. 


Plan for 


They Indorse ‘‘aft’s 


Demand Reduction of Duties 
on Manu‘acturei Products So 
as to Aid Consumers. 


mins, of Iowa, late today made public 
a statement, which is accepted as repre- 
senting the views of at least a majority 
of the “progressive” republican sen- 
ators, relative to the present situation 
with regard to the tariff bill. 

Previously Mr. Cummins had been in 
consultation for two hours with the 
president, and an exchange of views 
had passed between Mr. Cummins and 
others of the ten who voted against the 
tariff bill in the senate, 

The pronouncement is evidently in- 
tended to meet the idea that the presi- 
dent and the down revisionists would 
be content with free raw materials. 

“I indorse every word of the state- 
ment recently made by the president, 


‘land earnestly hope that he wil) be suc- 
A. M./cessful in bringing the conferees to his 


views,” saiq Mr. Cummins, who then 
called attention to the fact that especial 
emphasis hae been placed upon the s80- 
called raw materials. 

Cut Rates on Manufactured Products. 


“IT fee) compelled,” said Mr. Cummins, 
“to remind the public that neither the 
president’s statement nor our fight was 
so confined.” He then proceeded: 

“While it is of the utmost importance 
that iron ore, oll, hides and coal be 
dealt with as proposed by the presi- 
dent, it is of still greater importance 
‘that the duties on manufactured prod- 
ucts shall be brought down to some- 
where near the protective point. It will 
be of little advantage to the body of 
the people to do away with unneces- 
sary duties upon raw materials if the 
manufacturers are permitted to enjoy 
the excessive quties that enable them to 
make exortionate profits upon the 
things that the people must buy and 
use.”’ 

Mr. Cummins says that “those who 
have been contending for lower dyties 
can afford to surrender a part of their 
just demands if they can in the main 
obtain the reductiong which insure the 
people against undue prices in the chief 
commodities of commerce.” 

In the bill as it left the senate, he 
says, the reductions in the steel sched- 
ule generally are not sufficient, yet the 
schedule might be accepted but for the 
increase on structural iron and steel. 

Great Increase in Steel Duty. 


“Structural iron and steel, the use of 
which is so rapidly increasing,” says 
Mr. Cummins, “‘is raised from the 
Dingley rate of 310 per ton and the 
house rath of $6 per ton to 45 per cent 
ad valorem which at the present price 
of this commodity means a duty of 
$16 per ton, an increase over the pres- 
ent law of $6 per ton and over the 
house provision of $10 per ton. 

“When it is considered that the duty 
on steel rails is $3.50 per tos, and 
their market price is $28 per ton, the 
proposed duty upon a form of steel 
which sells for $35 per ton is wholly 
indefensible. Free iron ore is a very 
desirable thing, but when the welfare 
of the consumer is taken into account 
it would be vastly better if a fair rate 
can be secured on but one of these 
items, to allow the duty on iron ore to 
go at 25 cents per ton and cut the 
duty on structuaral steel to $5 or $6 
per ton, where it properly belongs, and 
where it could still furnish complete 
protection for home producers, meas- 
ured by the republican standard. 

“In the paper schedules the house 
rate of $2 per ton on — paper, 
without the possibility of increasing it 
by a countervailing duty and free 
wood pulp, also protected against a 
countervailing duty, should be rigidly 
insisted upon. 

Clothing Made Dearer. 

“In the cotton schedule the senate 
increases from beginning to end should 
be rejected, and while I believe that 
there should be reductions in this 
schedule, the people might be willin 
to stand for the hoyse rate, barring, o 
course, the hosiery increases. 

“The woolen schedule,. with respect 
to the compensatory duties to manu- 
facturers, is manifestly wrong and the 
artificia] and arbitrary plan of esti- 
mating the relation between unwash- 
ed and scoured wools is grossly ab- 
surd.” 

While Mr. Cummins expressly says 
that he does not undertake to repre- 
sent the views of the other “progres- 
sives,” it is known, however, that 
most of them were afforded an oppor- 
tunity to read Mr. Cummins’ announce- 
ment and some of them publicly stated 
that it expressed their opinions.

The women fought with more fury 
than the men. One ragged dame used 
an fron camp kettle whenever she 
got within reach of a hostile head.
